968 -Copters 
Are Lost in 
Vietnam War

SAIGON (AP) — The Viet 


Cong shot down three more 
American helicopters over the 
weekend, raising to 968 the 
number of choppers 
reported 


lost in combat in South Viet- 
nam. 


As the American helicopter 


losses climbed, thousands of 
U.S. 
and 
South 
Vietnamese 


troops pushed ahead with 60 of- 
fensive operations, ignoring the 
start of a New Year's cease-fire 
proclaimed by the Viet Cong. 


All three helicopters were 


shot down before the cease-fire 
started. 


One was hit about 30 miles 


north of Saigon Saturday, killing 
two Americans and injuring two 
others. Another was hit Sunday 
in Tay Ninh Province, north- 
west of Saigon, and three men 
were injured. The third was 
shot down in the northern sector 
of the country, near Quang Ngai 
City, and one crewman was 
killed. 


The Viet Cong broadcast an 


announcement that its forces 
began 
observing 
a 
72-hour 


cease-fire at 1 a.m, Saigon time 
but warned they would strike 
back if attacked. South Vietnam 
and the United States said they 
would not observe a New Year's 
cease-fire this year because of 
alleged VJet Cong violations of 
the 24-hour Christmas truce. 


South Vietnamese headquar* 


ters reported five enemy at» 
tacks on government bases aft- 
er the start of the Viet Cong 
cease-fire. Most were shellings, 
and a spokesman 
said they 


caused only light casualties and 
no significant damage. 


The U.S. Command said five 


107mm rockets hit a base camp 
of the U.S. 25th Infantry D|v|» 
sion about 40 miles northwest of 
Saigon this morning. U.S. cas» 
uaities were "very light w|th no 
fatalities," a spokesman said, 
One Vietnamese civilian was 
wounded. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced that it would send live 
representatives 
New Year's 


Day to a second meeting with 
the Viet Cong in an attempt to 
arrange for the release of three 
American prisoners of war who 
the Viet Cong aap,ouaced before 
Christmas it would free.

Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 


Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr. 
and Air Force Lt Col William 
A. Anders are set to talk into 
tape recorders about their half- 
million mile voyage around the 
moon and back. 


The trio, meeting with flight 


training specialists, will go over 
their mission "event by event in 
considerable detail," a space of- 
ficial said. They will follow the 
same scheduled for nine of the 
next 
10 days, 
talking with 


groups ranging from scientists 
to fellow astronauts. 


Each word will be recorded, 


transcribed and prepared for a 
final report. 


Their only break will come 


New Year's Day. 


"Thatll be their first day off 


in many, many weeks," an offi- 
cial said. 


The astronauts arrived at 3 


a.m. EST Sunday and had their 
first inteasive de-briefing ses- 
sion less than 12 hours later. 


They were flown here from 


the aircraft carrier Yorktown 
via Hawaii. They had spent a 
day on the carrier after helicop- 
ters plucked them from the 
mid-Pacific at the end of their 
moon-orbiting mission. 


Their spacecraft was taken to 


Honolulu 
by 
the 
Yorktown 


where it will undergo Navy tests 
before being flown to the North 
American Rockwell Co. plant at 
Downey, Calif., for closer exam- 
ination. 


Twelve pictures taken by the 


Apollo 8 crew en route and 
around the moon—part of the 


scientific treasure they gath- 
ered in their stx«day flight" 
were released Sunday by the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration* 


Two of the color pictures of 


the earth were taken as the 
spacecraft was in orbit or near 
the moon. They show the earth 
as a glowing sapphire half-disc 
with wisps of clouds Streaking 
the deep blue. 


One view, taken as the space- 


craft was en route to the moon, 
shows continents on both sides 
of the Atlantic Ocean, The West 
brown 
patch surrounded 
by 


clouds. The east coast of South 
America 
is 
shrouded 
with 


clouds. The edge of darkness 
stands out as sunset moves 
across Africa. 


Another picture shows most of 


the southern United States, with 
the Florida Peninsula standing 
out as if on a global map. 


A huge swirl of clouds covers 


the North Atlantic and beyond is 
the curve of the earth. Shallow 
waters in the Carribean stand 
out as a greenish blue while the 
deeper waters are shades of tan 
or black. 


A picture of the earth taken 


from lunar orbit shows it rising 
over the moon as the moon ap- 
pears to rise to men on earth. It 
is a brilliant blue, with patches 
of brown that are whole conti- 
nents. The background is velvet 
black and the dark side of the 
earth cannot be seen. The pic- 
ture has the pocked and rugged 
surface of the moon in the fore- 
ground. 


Color pictures of the moon 


have greenish or tan tint, but 
the astronauts said this color 
was not true. Instead, they said, 
the moon Is more the color of 
"dirty beachsand." 


The pictures clearly show cra- 


ters, rilles, bluffs and ridges on 
the moon's bleak surface. Many 
of the craters appear as fresh 
and distinct indentations.

Wages, 


Prices Set

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's top economic ad* 
visers have marked their last 
days in office by calling on busi- 
ness and labor to make "mutual 
short'term sacrifices" by ac- 
cepting new guide lines for vol- 
untary wage and price re- 
straints. 


In a report to President John- 


son Sunday, the Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Price Stability recom- 
mended that the slx-year*old 
guide posts of 3.2 per cent in- 
creases be boosted in 1969 to "a 
little less than 5 per cent" for 
wages and that price hikes be 
kept at about the same level as 
1968. 


The report also suggested that 


business absorb the first 1 per 
cent in costs without increasing 
prices to the consumer. Prices 
on consumer goods increased 
more than 4 per cent in 1968, the 
report noted. 


There was no immediate reac- 


tion from business and labor, 
both of which generally ignored 
the 3.2 per cent guide lines set 
by the Kennedy administration 
in 1962. 


The future of the guide lines 


remains in doubt, anyway, since 
the Nixon administration may 
have its own ideas on how to 
cope with the wage-price spiral. 


A spokesman acknowledged 


the Nixon administration was 
not consulted on the guide posts 
proposal, which he described as 
essentially nonpolitical. 


The 
Republicans who will 


take over the running of the 
government on Jan. 20, he said, 
"are aware, as we are aware, 
that the biggest, most over-rid- 
ing economic problem in the 
United States is the problem of 
combining prosperity with price 
stability." 


Members of the committee in- 


structed by Johnson last Febru- 
ary to draw a blueprint for a re- 
turn to stable prices, were the 
; chairmen of the Council of Eco- 
' nomic advisers, the director of 
the Budget Bureau, and the Sec- 
retaries of commerce, treasury 
and labor.

again seem feasible. 


Wage settlements in 1968, the 


report noted, have been running 
about 6Vz per cent.

Pinworms Are Common; 
Eggs Easily Spread

A mother Writes that her 


child recently played with 
some children who nave pin- 
worms. Their mother takes 
a 
lighthearted a t t i t u d e 


toward this infestation but 
the writer is worried and 
would like to know whether 
her child could get pinworms 
by just playing with those 
children and whether she 
should keep her child home 
until, if he has the worms, 
he has gotten rid of them. 


Pinworms are i n d e e d 


common as the lighthearted 
mother implied. A child will 
not get them from just being 
around children who have 
uiem but that does increase 
his chances. Here is how 
they are transmitted. Pin- 
worm eggs with a diameter 
of about 1/500 of an inch get 
on one's fingers or food and 
are swallowed. In the digest- 
ive tract they hatch and 
mature. When a female pin- 
worm is full of eggs she 
works her way out of the 
digestive tract, usually at 
night. 


The anal itching is not 


enough to waken the host but 
may cause scratching. The 
tiny eggs will remain on the 
fingers or under the nails 
and on the sheets and night 
clothes. Making the beds and 
putting the pajamas away 
will send the eggs into the 
air and wherever they land 
they are ready to be picked 
up and start the cycle all 
over again. 


This mother's child may or 
may not have gotten pin- 
worms. If he hasn't, there is 
no need to treat him. If he 
has, the whole family should 
be treated at the same time. 
M e a n w h i l e , they should 
scrupulously w a s h their 
hands before each meal and 
after each trip to the toilet. 
No quarantine or fumigation 
is necessary.

It showed that 
those who hired a lawyer collected 
almost 50% more money—after 
paying the lawyer—than those who 
did not. 


Why should anyone want to try 


his own case? Reasons sometimes 
given are "I couldn't afford a legal 
fee" 
or "I didn't know any law- 


yers." 


But those reasons apply far less 


today than ever before. 


There has been a vast expansion 


—still going on—in the availability 
of legal services. 


For those who cannot pay, free 


legal help is now offered at more 
than 800 Legal Aid or neighbor- 
hood OEO offices and defender 
organizations—nn increase of 200 
in the last year. 


For those who can pay but don't- 


know a lawyer, there are Lawyer 
Referral Service offices in more 
than 252 cities and towns. These 
agencies (or the local bar associa- 
tion) will arrange a try-out inter- 
view with a qualified attorney for a 
modest fee. 


Anyone interested in protecting 


his rights ought to explore these 
possibilities before striking out on 
his own. As a federal judge warned: 


"A party who tries his own case 


is like a man cutting his own hair 


in a poor position to appraise

Suit Asks

Aldermen in first-class cities,

The suit, filed by William 


Dove Sr,, president of toe Pine 
Bluff branch of the NAACP, the 
Rev. Isaac Tate, an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for alderman Nov. 
5, and Vanette Johnson and 
Albert Baxter, both instructors 
at Arkansas AM&NN seeks to 
overturn this system and re- 
quire aldermen to be elected by 
only voters in the wards they 
represent. 


The suit noted that in each 


ward where Negroes were run- 
ning, the Negro1 carried the 
ward but lost over-all in the 
election.

He's now president of 
Key Blscayne bank cbut has 
worked as a chlcken-plucker, 
gas station attendant and news- 
paper delivery boy, He invested 
$25 from his paper route in a 
Florida lot and lost it in the 
depression. 


In recent years Rebozo has 


further diversified his interests 
and now is associated with an 
all-Cuban Key Blscayne shop- 
ping center, a Key West title ab- 
stract company and other ven- 
tures. 


He was introduced to Nixon in 


1951 
by Smathers while Nixon 


was looking for a spot to rest 
after his successful U.S. Senate 
campaign against Helen Gaha- 
gan Douglas. 


Rebozo had become so close 


to the Nixons by the 1960 elec- 
tion day that the two men drove 
to Tijuana to relax while the na- 
tion went to the polls. Then Re- 
bozo sat with Mrs. Nixon and 
the children in their hotel suite 
as the votes were counted. 


After returning from Los An- 


geles Rebozo told a reporter 
that neither Mrs. Nixon nor the 
girls had been prepared for the 
possibility of their man's defeat 
by John F. Kennedy. That is the 
only recorded moment when Re- 
bozo gave information about the 
Nixons. 


The closest Rebozo has come 


since to discussing his hours 
with Nixon was a general com- 
ment included In an October in- 
terview with the Miami Herald, 
Rebozo's conly Interview since 
Nixon began running again. 


"We do some fishing, some 


swimming and a lot of sunbath- 
ing. And we work, too. Dick 
takes along his briefcase and I 
take mine. We both like quiet 
surroundings, and he especially 
finds the atmosphere of Bis- 
cayne Bay a good place to 
think." he said, 


"We Just hit it off, I guess," 


Rebozo said of their friendship.

None were in 
place, investigators said. 


A key was found later at the
